WHEREAS by various Acts of Parliament certain restraints and 
disabilities are imposed on the Roman Catholic subjects of his 
Majesty, to which other subjects of his Majesty are not liable : And where- 
as it is expedient that such restraints and disabilities shall be from hence- 
forth discontinued : And whereas by various Acts certain oaths and cer 
tain declarations commonly called the declaration against transubstanti- 
ation, and the declaration against transubstantiation and the invocation of 
saints and the sacrifice of the mass as practised in the church of Bame, are 
or may be required to be- taken made and subscribed by the subjects of bis 
Majesty, as qualifications for-&it\ng and voting in Parliament, and for the 
enjoyment ofcertain offices franchises and civil rights : Be it enacted by the

* The Statutes relating exclusively to the 
coin are in the succeeding class : the titles of 
those whereby treasons were created in re- 
spect of the Roman Catholic religion have 
been referred to under Class I. I have thought 
it desirable to include a reference to statutes 
respecting treason repealed by the general 
operation of 1 Mary, st. I.e. 1.; and also to 
some of the temporary statutes of Mary and 
Eltoabethf oa account of their ioiportauce in 
an historical point of view. It has not ap- 
peared requisite to attempt any digest, by 
way of notes, of the decisions that have taken 
place with respect to high treason ; as, where 
any occasion occurs for the practical applica- 
tion of this branch of the laws^ there is al- 
ways abundant opportunity for preparation, 
and the law upon the subject is fully collected 
in several books of established reputation. 
But, upon the doctrina of constructive trea- 
son, I would strongly recommend the perusal 
of th6 very learned and judicious observations 
of Mr. Luders, in the first volume of his Law 
Tracts; a work which, for extent of informa'- 
tioQ, accufttcy of Judgment, and interesting 
discussion, is entitled to a very high rank in 
the estimation of all who may be disposed to 
direct their attention to the study of juris- 
prudence as a rational science. To the fol- 
lowing observations, arising from the impu- 
nity which may frequently take place in 



consequence of the nice distinctions between 
treason and other offences of an inferior na- 
ture, I entirely subscribe. 

' The present method of trial in high 
treason sometimes gives an unfair advantage 
to the real and most dangerous jcriminal. 
Before the Act of King William, the advan- 
tage was on the side of the prosecution ; and 
so tyrannically executed, in getiefal, as to 
have given occasioa to the contrary 6Ktr«»e 
in the new law. This evil is most likely to 
occur in the case of those popular commotions 
out of which the constructive treason of levy- 
ing war is drawn. If those who direct a pro- 
secution for treason in such cases think proper 
to risk the benefit of public justice by so 
doing, let them take the consequences ; hut 
I would have them allowed a choice, and the 
use of their discretion. Therefore, if the fear 
of change should operate to prevent any le- 
gislative alteration of the law of treason, 
there seems an easy course to begin with the 
following measure, which would make the 
least change possible, viz. :— Let no defendant 
indicted for felony or misdemeanour be al- 
lowed to object that his case amounts Wa 
higher crime. Some state prosecutions for 
treason have been justified by the argument, 
that they could not be instituted for less. This 
alteration would allow a discretion to those 
whom it concerus,'---Tracts^ vol. 1. p. 134. 
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C Noi I. 3 25 Edward III. stat 5. c. 2 —A Declaration 
which Offences shall be adjudged Treason. 

TTEM, whereas divers opinions have been before this time m whai ease 
Treason shall be said, and in what not;^ * the -King, at the request of the 
Lords and of the Commons, hath made a Declaration in the manner as 
hereafter foUoweth ; that is to say, When a man doth compass or ima- 
gine the death of our Lord the lung, or of our Lady his Queen, or of 
their eldest son and heir ; or if a man do violate the King*s companion, 
or the King's eldest daughter unmarried, or the wife of the King's eldest 
son and heir \ or if a man do levy war against our Lord the King in his 
Realm, or be adherent to the King's enemies in his Realm, giving to them 
aid and comfort, in the Realm, or elsewhere, and thereof he provahly at' 
tainted of open Deed hy the people of their condition. And if a man coun- 
terfeit we King's Great or Privy Seal, or his money; and if a man bring 
false money into this Realm, counterfeit to the money of England, 
as the money called Lushburgh, or other like to the said money of Eng- 
land, knowing the money to be false, to merchandize or make payment, 
in deceit of our said Lord the King and of his people ; and if a man slea 
the Chancellor, Treasurer, or the King's Justices of the one Bench, or 
the other. Justices in Eyre, or Justices of Assize, and all other justices 
assigned to hear and determine, being in their places, doing their offices. 
And it is to be understood, that in the cases above rehearsed, that ought 
to be judged Treason which extends to our Lord the King, and his Royal 
Majesty : And of such Treason the forfeiture of the escheats pertaineth 
to our Sovereign Lord, as well of the lands and tenements nolden of 
other, as of himself. And moreover there is another manner of Treason, 
that is to say, when a servant slayeth his master, or a wife her husband^ 
or when a man secular or religious slayeth his prelate, to whom he oweth 
faith and obedBence ; and of such treason the escheats ought to pertain to 
every lord of his own fee. And because that many other Hire eases of Treason 
may hti^ypen in time to come^ which a man cannot think nor declare at this 
present time; it is accorded. That if any other case, svpposed Treason, 
which is not above specified, doth happen before any Justices, the Justices 
shatt tarry without any gcing to jvjdgmerd of the Treason ttU the Cause he 
shewed and declared before the King and Ms Parliament, whether it ought 
to be judged Treastm or other Felony. And !f percase any man of this 
Realm, nde armed covertly or secretly, with men of arms against any 
other, to slay him, or rob nim, or take him, or retain him till he hafn 
made fine or ransom for to have his deliverance, it is not the mind of 
the King nor his Council, that in such case it shall be iudsed Treason, 
but shall be judged Felony or Trespass, according to the Laws of the 
land of old tune used, and according as the case requireth. And if in 
such case, or other like, before this time any Justices have judged 
Treason, and for this cause the lands and tenements have come into 
the Eln^s hands as forfeit, the chief lords of the fee shall have the 
escheats of the tenement holden of them, whether that the same tene- 
ments be in the Eong^s hands, or in others, by gift or in other man- 
ner; saving always to our Lord the King the year, and the waste, 
«nd the forfeitures of chattels, which pertain to him in the cases 
above named ; and that the writs of Scire facias be panted in such case 
against the land-tenants without other ori^nal, and without allowing the 
protection of our Lord the King, in the said Suit; and that of the lands 
which be in the King's hands, writs be granted to the Sheriff of the

TI^ HERE AS the preventing the currency of dipt and unlawfully dimi-

* none shall make such assemblies, riot, or rumour against the peace, in no 
' wise ; and if any such assembly be begun, as soon as the sheriffs and other 

* the King's ministers may thereof have knowledge, they, with the strength 
' of the countv and country, where such case shall happen, shall set ms- 

* turbance against such malice with all their power, and shall take such 

* offenders, and them put in prison, till due execution of the law be of 

* them made, and that all lords, and other liege people of the realm, shall 

* be attending and aiding, with all their strength and power, to the sheriff

JTEM, it is ordained and established. That if any riot, assembly, or rout 
of people against the law, be made in parties of the realm, that the 
justices of peace, three, or two of them at the least, and the sheriff or 
under-sheriff of the county where such riot, assembly, or rout shall be 
made hereafter, shall come with the power of the county (if need be) to 
arrest them, and shall arrest them ; and the same justices and sheriff, or 
under-sheri£^ shall have power to record that which they shall find so 
done in their presence against the law ; and that by the record of the 
same justices and sherifi^ or under-sheriff, such trespassers and offenders 
shall be convict in the same manner and form as is contained in the sta- 
tute of forcible entries.

victed in manner and form, as it is contained in the statute of forcible en- 
tries; with divers and many other articles touching and concerning the 
premises, as in the same statute made the said xiij. year more plainly at 
large it appeareth, which statute is thought good and necessary : Where- 
fore by the advice and assent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
the Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by authority of 
the same,' Be it therefore ordmned, established, and enacted.

1^^^^^ divers and sundry malicious and envious persoAs, being men 
of evil and perverse dispositions, and seduced by the instigation of 
tbe devil, and muiding the hurt, undoing and impoverishment of divers 
of the King's true and faithful subjects, as enemies to the commonwealth 
of this realm, and as no true or obedient subjects unto the King's Ma- 
jesty, of their malicious and wicked minds, have of late invented and 
practised a new damnable kind of vice, displeasure and damnifying of the 
King's true subjects, and the commonwealth of this realm, as in secret 
*• burning of frames of timber prepared and made by the owners thereof, 
ready to be set up and edified for houses, cutting out of heads and dams 
of pools, motes, stews, and several waters ; cutting off conduit-heads or 
conduit-pipes ; burning of wains and carts loaden with coals or other 
goods ; burning of heaps of wood, cut, felled, and prepared for making of 
coals ; cutting out of beasts tongues ; cutting off the ears of the King's 
subjects; barking of apple-trees, pear-trees, and other fruit-trees; and 
divers other like kinds of miserable oflences ; to the great displeasure of 
Almighty God, and of the King's Majestv, and to the most evil and per- 
nicious example that hath been seen in tnis realm :'

* cipal is not attainted, or hath the benefit of his clergy ;' Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen's most excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled^ and by the autnority of the same. That from 
and after the twelfth day of February y which shall be in the year of our 
Lord one thousand seven hundred and two, if any principal offender shall 
be convicted of any felony, or shall stand mute, or peremptorily challenge 
above .the number of twenty persons returned to serve of the Jury, it shall 
and may be lawful to proceed against any accessory, either before or after 
the fact,, in the same manner as if such principal felon had been attainted 
thereof, notwithstanding any such principal felon shall be admitted to the 
benefit of his clergy, pardoned, or otherwise delivered before attainder; 
and every such accessory shall suffer the same punishment, if he or she be 
convicted, or shall stand mute, or peremptorily challenge above the num- 
ber of twenty persons returned to serve of the jury, as he or she should 
have suffered if the principal had been attainted.
